There is but a trifling 
current in the river now, with nine inches 
of water going over the top of the dam, 
and two or three months in the year the 
top of the dam is dry enough for fisher- 
men to crawl out on it and sit there with 
hook and line. The effect of this ia to 
transform a flowing river into a stagnant 
pool above the dams. The levels of the 
pools above the dams are so near the lev- 
els of the lands along the shore that there 
is no chance for drainage and hence the 
heavy rains render the land incapable of 
cultivation.’’

Near Sheffield. in Bureau C ounty, several] 
miles beyond the junc tion with the Sterling 
feeder of the eanal, the big steam shovels 
were at work on a low stretch of ground 
where thé water had been rather trouble- 
some.

was a bed of hardpan, and when this was 

eut through the water suddenly vanished. 
It was fund that the ground for 100 feet 
awound where the big shovel stood had 
sunk 10 feet. Subsequent borings brought 
/ to light the fact that no solid bottom ex- 
isted for a depth of 42 feet below the level 
of the hardpan. Quicksiiver in the soil js 
thought to be the reason for this shrinking 
,of the ground, and the same trouble has 
Often been experienced in digging wells. 

Inasmuch as the canal has to be cut ac- 
eording to the accepted surveys through 
about four miles of the ground apparently 
of the same consistency, the case presents 
some engineering features that are quite 
out of the ordinary, and it {Is puzzling the 
contractors to know how to accomplish the 
feat.

BRINGING BODY OF CZAROWITZ 
. TO ST. PETERSBURG. 


Description of the Ceremonies Attend- 
ing the Obsequies of the Deceased 
Brother of the Czar and Heir 
to ths Throne. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 
@zer Empress, accompanied by the Grand 
Duke and Grand and attended 
by Mile. Ozeroff, her maid of honor, Count 
Benkendorf and Admiral Lonan, arrived on 
the 19th inst. at Novo-Rosjeysk and em- 
barked on the ironclad St. George, to at- 
tend the funeral of the Czarowitz. The 
vessel left for Baioum, foilowed by a con- 
voy of the Black Sea fleet. 

(n the arrival of the vessels at Ratoum 
the St. George alone entered the harbor, 
the other vessels remaining outside. The 
entire Black Sea fleet had assembled to pay 
the last honors to the defunct hereditary 
Grand Duke. 

The vessels were drawn up in a doubie 
line that extended ail the way from 
toum to Novo-losjevsek and the St. Geo 
with her august passengers and the 
of the Prince, passed down the cenier.

A large body of ciergy, among them the 
Grand Duke's almoner, preceded by the 
choir of the imperial chapel, bearing light- 
ed tapers, walked immediately in fron: of 
the catafalque, the cords of which were 
held by the highest state functionaries. 

Immediately behind the catafalgue came 
the Emperor, fo.lowed by Baron Freder- 
icksz, the court marshal and Hesse, 
the head of the Emperor's military house- 
hold. 

The Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovich 
came next, walking alone. Then ceme the 
Grand Dukes Viadimar Aiexis Sergius, Paul 
Mieharl Nicholaeviteh and his sens, the 
Grand Dukes Alexander George and Ser- 
gius, the Grand Dukes Nicholas and Peter 
Nicolaevitch, the Grand Dukes Constantine 
and Dimitri Constantinovitch, -the Dukes 
Lugene and (reorge of Leuchtenberg, 
Prineés Alexander and Peter of Oidenburg 
and the Prince of Altenburg.

Lastly, on foot, two by two. were 
members of the households of the heredi- 
tary grand duke and a long line of regi- 
ments of the guard which accompanied the 
funeral procession to the fortress. 

Here the Metropolitan Antine of St. 
Petersburg and Ladoga celebrated a fu- 
neral masse, in the presence of the imperial 
family and court. The Emperor and Grand 
Dukes carried the cofifn into the church 
and deposited it beneath an immense dais, 
which was covered with cloth of gold. Four 
Generals aides de camp removed the lid 
of the coffin and latd it on a table coy- 
ered with cloth of silver, especially pre- 
pared. They then covered the lower part 
of the body of the Grand Duke with cloth 
of gold lined with ermine.

SICK AND WOUNDED MEN LEFT 
LYING ON THE WHARF. 


Remarkable Contrast Between Their 
Sailing for the War in the Phil- 
ippines and Their Home 

3 Coming. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2%.—Unheralded 
and almost unwelcomed, 500 sick. and 
wounded heroes from the war in the Philip- 
pines.came to San Francisco on the steam- 
er ‘Morgan City. Their wasted forms and 
scarred bodies bear testimony to their un- 
selfish patriotism. They crawled down the 
steep gang-plank to the dock, there to 
await transshipment on the Government 
tugs McDowell and Fearless to the Memo- 
rial Hospital. Phe absence of friends was 
noticeable. Many returning men have 
friends here, and the throngs that gath- 
ered to give the troops God-speed when 
they sailed away full of youtaful enthusi- 
asm were not on the dock vesterday. How- 
ever, the lack of demonstration was appar- 
ently the last thing the boys thought 
about. To get on shore was the one thought 
uppermost in their minds. 

They had berne an honorable and dis- 
tinguished part in upholding the old flag in 
a hostile land, and in the pursuance of that 
patriotic duty had fallen victims either to 
disease or other “casualties of war.’’ Not 
a single evidence of that ‘‘wonderful out- 
burst of patriotism” with which the world 
has been told ‘San Francisco greets the 
country's ‘heroes’’ was visible when the 
stricken home-comers entered the bay and 
their vessel made fast to the dock, A 
few officials were necessarily present, but 
the “mob of enthusiastic and shouting citi- 
zens’ was conspicucusly absent. “Laugh 
and the world la'ghs with vou; weep ang 
you weep alone.”’ Phe pain-racked forms 
of these victims of war were not fit ma- 
terial for a spectacular march up Market 
street, headed by a brass band and gaily- 
caparisonel officiogis of the “Shome guard.” 

When the Oregon regiment was about 
due to arrive the Supervisors of San Fran- 
cisco delega‘ed four distinguished gentle- 
men as a general committee of reception, 
All the world was given e6pecifie details of 
the really remarkabie achievements of this 
little band of patriots. In the nooks and 
crannies of Market street the odor of burnt 
fireworks is cven yet perceptible, and tae 
green-clad hills of Piedmont may still be 
reverberating with the echoes of the un- 
earthly noises which marked the triumphal 
entry of the boys from the up-coast State. 

The lesson of the contrasted two develop- 
ments will make a strong and lasting im- 
pression not only upon the minds of the 
returning invalids but upon a!) intelligent, 
observant men. It is probably unjust to 
Say that San Francisco has lost interest 
in the men who went off to the war, but 
the striking lack of attention which marked 
the return of the sick and wounded troops 
yesterday possesses some significance. A 
recruiting officer would doubtless meet 
with poor success if he should solicit eniist- 
menté among these men when they are 
once again clothed in normal physical and 
mental health. 

The capacity for blundering on the part of 
officers in high command in the Ameri- 
can Army was given another illustration 
in the reception of these returning heroes. 
For three hours these invalids were kept 


‘on the wharf, with hardly room to stretch 


in. Not a nurse was sent there. Men who 


needed the most careful attention were left 


to shift for themselves. All Gen. Shafter 
did for them was to issue his commands. 
They wanted medicines and he gave them 
orders. People about the dock grew high- 
ly indignant. Murmurings arose, but mur- 
muring brought no relief to the pale and 
trembling men who had to heip themselves 
or not be helped at all. 

Gen. Shafter’s order to transfer the sick 
and wounded to the Presidion on the steam- 
ers Gen. McDowell and ‘Vigilant meant the 
landing of all the men on the wharf and 
then their embarkation on two steamers. 
Gen. Shafter entirely omitted to make any 
arrangements for the comfort of the unfor- 
men while they were waiting for 
the Government vessels. 

For three hours they were kept on the 
wharf without a place for them to stretch 
their cramped limbs. 

It was after 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
when the McDowell and Vigilant steamed 
up to the Fremont street pier. It was 6 


o’clock when the sick and wounded reached 


the Presidio Hospital. All day they had 
been buffeted about in making the trans- 
er.

PARIS, July %.—Gen. Gallifet, Minister 
of War, is proceeding sternly with the af 
ficers of the army connected with 
Dreyfus conspiracy. An order has ‘been is- 
sued disgracing Gen. De Negrier. The die- 


cree relieves Gen. De Negrier of his funt- 

tions ag a member of the Supreme Cound¢il 

of War. | 
Among his duties was that of inspecto 


of four army corps. It appears that in the 
course of a recent tour of inspection he 
addressed to the commanders of the corps 
a verbal communication violently censuring 
the government for its failure to defend 
the army, and declaring that if the goyv- 
ernment refused to interfere they the- 
selves must act in self-defense. Gen. De 
Negrier invited the commanders to trans- 
mit the communication to all] generals and 
officers. 

Gen. Pellieux, recently Military Governor 
of Paris, has been appointed to the com- 
mand of the Forty-fourth Brigade, located 
at Quimper, Department of Finistere. The 
General's removal from the important com- 
mand of the Paris garrison to an infantry 
brigade at Quimper is one of the severest 
measures the Minister of War has taken, 
and it practically ends Gen. Pellieux’s ca- 
reer. 

His offense was lying to Gen. De Gallifet 
in reference to the love letters written by 
Mme. M. to Col. Picquart. When Gen. Pel- 
lieux searched Col, Picquart’s house, he 
found the letters, which, whatever -ques- 
tion of morality was involved, did not con- 
cern the inquiry with.which Gen. Pellieux 
wes charged. It appears, however, that 
the latter maliciously mailed the letters to 
Mme. M.'s husband, who is a judge, with 
the result that he sued for and obtained 
a separation from his wife. Gen. De Gal- 
lifet asked Gen. Pellieux whether {t was 
true that he had mailed the letters to the 
husband, and Gen. Pelllieux gave his werd 
of honor that he had not. Proof to the 
contrary was subsequently furnished to the 
Minister of War.

PROMISED LAND IS NOT FOUND. 


Three Women and Five Children Ar- 
rive in New York and Tell a 
Story of Suffering. 


NDPW YORK, July 2%.—Eight negroes, 
three women and five children, arrived 
from Sierra Leone on Monday and after 
wandering about the streets all day were 
taken in charge by a colored missionary, 
Mrs, Hattie Ross; who found them shelter 
and managed to get food for them. They 
are Mrs. Lucy Greyson, Mrs. and 
Mrs. Simlton, who, with their husbands 
and children, formed part of a large co:- 
ony of Southern negroes who sailed from 
Saraina, Ga., in March, 1896, for Liberia. 

Gathered together by the International 
Emigration Co, of Buriingham, Ala., they 
have been told that ‘Liberia was the 
promised !and for the colored race,’ 

Hundreds scid their houses and 
the colony, sailing on the Labrador. 

Arriving at Monrovie, the colonists re- 
ceived the allotments of land that had 
been promised them, but learned that it 
would be severai years before they could 
gather the first crop of coffee, which was 
about the only thing that could be rajsed.

WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 


The murder of the five Italians at Tallulah, La., is likely 
20 be very embarrassing to the Washington government. 

Several years ago a similar crime was committed in New 
Orleans, a number of Italians being shot to death while 
confined in jail by a mob of the “most highly respected citj- 
zens’ of Louisiana. When Baron Fava demanded. redress 
and indemnity Secretary Blaine was forced to make the hu- 
miflating confession that under our Federal system the 
United States courts had no jurisdiction of such cases. All 
he could do was to urge the State authorities to prosecute 
the offenders. In other words, the maxim, “No wrong with- 
out a remedy,” did not apply in the United States. Baron 
Fava very naturally took exceptions to this grotesque but 
very truthful argument and left the country, but friendly 
relations with his Government were restored upon the pay- 
ment of an indemnity to the families of the victims out of 
the United States Treasury. 

There is probably nothing else to do in the Tallulah case. 
Whether the Louisiana authorities prosecute and punish the 
assassins or not, Secretary Hay will have to make another 


confeasion of legal imbectlity. He must tell the Italian am- | 
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bassador 
the faculties of sovereignty. 

“Such a condition {s not pleasant to contemplate, but no- 
body seems to know how to correct the anomaly. 

The bosom of the late Col. Robert G. Ingersoll was a hot- 
bed of treason.

but his sad, untimely, uncalled-for death causes tears to 
moisten the eyes of every patriot in the land. Therefore, when 
he falls in such a war his bier should be draped in the deepest 
mourning and drenched with the tears of his fellow-country- 
men.” This is a case in which Col. Ingersoll combined truth 
with eloquence. 
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FLOUR AND MACHINERY. 


The influence of machinery on a nation’s commerce 
strikingly shown by the history of our flour export trade. 

We have alwavs had breadstuffs to export. It is more profit- 
able to export them in the shape of flour than grain, because 
more labor is employed and the price of that labor is secured 
from the foreign buyer. 

Up to 1875 Amcrican millers followed the o]d process of flour- 
making/ while European: millers were perfecting the roller 
process. As a consequence, the exports of flour fell off from 
1,846,000 to Great Britain alone, in 1854, to only 200,000 for the 
whole of Europe in 1865, the European millers preferring to 
buy American wheat and mill it themselves. 

Since 1865, however, American mills have adopted the most 

improved roller process. The result has been that our flour 
exports have steadily risen. For the fiscal vear just ended 
the tota] exportation of tlour is over 18,000,000 barrels, which 
represented over 80,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
To Great Britain our exports of flour in 1889 were 5,271,244 
barrels, as compared with 1,846,000 barrels in 1854. For 1899 our 
exports of flour to Great Britain will exceed 10,000,000 barrels. 
With the raw material and the machinery, aided by intelli- 
gence and enterprise, America stands at the head of the food 
producers of the world.

RESULTS OF THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 
The results of the Peace Conference are very satisfactory to 
Ambassador White. They are “better than many dared to 
hope for at the beginning.” 
“The arbitration plan is not only good in itself,” says Mr. 
White, “but it lays the foundation for further results in the 
cause of peace, which it will be the duty of future confer- 
ences to develop.” 
The limitation of armaments, which was the specific ground 
of the Czkr’s proposal, is not accomplished, but as Mr. White 
says, it will come later. 

This conference has not been taken seriously by many think- 
ing men of skeptical mind, but it seems to be disappointing 
their expectations. The sessions have been characterized by 
general good feeling and it cannot be doubted that there is a 
sincere desire among the delegaies to promote the cause of 
peace. The progress made is unquestionable and cannot 
lost. 
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Ambassador White informs the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent at The Hazue that the results of the Peace Conference 
are better than many dared to hope for in the beginning. 
There can be: doubt of the good effect of the conference. It 
has unquestionably strengthened the arbitration sentiment, 
which must sooner or later lead to the disarmament of un- 
necessary military forces.

TO PAPER WHITBWASHHD WALLS.— 
It is difficult to make paper stick to walls 
that have been made smooth by frequent 
whitewashing. The smooth finish may be 
ecraped off or the surface may be changed 
with a coat. of paste. If you decide to 
use the paste make ét in the following 
manner: Put one pint of flour in a sauce- 
pan and beat into it one quart of cold water. 
When smooth add two quarts of boiling 
water, stirring all the time. Let this boil 
up onee, then strain and cool. Brush this 
2aste over the walls and allow it to dry. 
Vhen you are ready to paper, wet the 
walls, spread paste on the paper, and hang 
it in the usual manner.

SCHAEFER AND CARTER, 


GREAT BILLIARDISTS LIKELY TO 
MEET IN A MATCH GAME. 


CARTER WAS THE CHALLENGER. 


Schaefer Accepted the Defi, Posted a 
Forfeit and Now Carter Must 
Come Forward and Act. 


CHICAGO, July 26.—The defi issued by 
Eugene Carter, and its speedy acceptance 
by “The Wizard,’ have given occasion for 
a good deal of comment around the billiard 
rooms. 

The general opinion seems to be that 
there will be a match when both sides 
have their money up. 

Sporting men are keenly alive to the in- 
terest which would be aroused by a match 
at almost any kind of billiards between 
Schaefer and Carter, but most of them 
doubt whether the two men are any nearer 
a match now than they were when the ex- 
citement died down and the smoke cleared 
aver after Jake Schaefer's recent direct 
challenge to ’Gene Carter, which came to 
naught. 

Kach side gives a reason for no match 
coming out of that challenge. Carter says 
he put up $380 to signify his acceptance of 
Schaefer's offer to give 15 per cent of the 
points played, and another $300 to play a 
match on even terme; but he wanted the 
match played in a public hall, or else in 
private, with 2% friends of each man pres- 
ent, by invitation. Schaefer declares that 
the expenses of laying in public would 
be too heavy and that it would not be 
worth while incurring them for a match 
of a side. He reverts to the fact that 
when Carter challenged and played him 
for the balk-line championship the gate 
money fell short of meeting all expenses, 
and “‘The Wizard’ says he had to make 
good out of his winnings a deficit of some- 
thing like $100. 

liowever, Carter’s recent defi announced 
$2500 as the amount for which he ts willing 
to play any man in the world at cushion 
caroms or threecushion caroms. And men- 
tion of this tidy sum* brought Schaefer's 
quick response land $100 forfeit, deposited 
with L. M. Houseman) published in Sun- 
day’s Inter Ocean. To be sure, $100 is not 
much of a forfe‘t to bind a match for $2500 
a side, but, as Carter’s challenge was not 
accompanied by any forfeit money as evi- 
dence of his bona fides, Schaefer apparently 
was privileged to make the amount as 
small or as Jarge as he pleased. And ‘“The 
Wizard” expressed himself as willing to 
play for the amount mentioned in a public 
hall, in private, in any billiard academy, in 
the cellar, in the guarret, or in any old 
place. 

Schafer did no quibbling over the condi!- 
tions of Carter’s challenge, accepting it in 
toto. His friends—and they are many-—- 
point to this and say: ‘Jake's money is up, 
why isn't the other man’s?’’ When this 
question was put direct to Carter ‘himself 
he replied: 

“I have five days in which to cover 
Schaefer's forfeit, according to ‘his own 
Statement. I have a right to take advan- 
tage of that haven't I?’ 

When {t was suggested that this was put- 
ting himself in the position of the chal- 
enged rather than the challenger, he re- 


ed: 

“That’s all right. I know my business. 
My money will be up in time enough.” 

Almost every one prominent in billiard 
circles has something to say about the big 
ratch now on the tapis, and many of them 
admit some curiosity to know who is be- 
hind Carter, At firet blush the conciusion 
was jumped at by some that Messrs. Green 
and Catton were backing Carter. The as- 
sumption had no bas!s beyond the fact that 
Carter is playing at their academy, and in- 
quiry proved it to be entirely -erroneous., 
Clarence Green stated that he and his part- 
ner knew nothing about Eugene Carter's 
challenge until they saw it in print, and he 
merely added that he supposed Carter knew 
where his wre 5 was coming from. Cat- 
ton was not at all pleased at people taking 
it for granted that he and Green are behind 
Carter, and he had some pretty plain 
things to say about issuing challenges 
without putting up any money. 

Adrian C. Anson expressed surprise that 
Carter should issue a challenge to play for 
such large stakes. The ‘‘O'd Man,”’ as base- 
ball fans call him affectionately, sa‘d: “You 
may quote me as saying that if those are 
the conditions I don't believe there wil] be 
any match. I shall be surprised if there is 
that’s all.”’ : 

Veteran Tom Gallagher contented ‘himself 
with a quiet comment to the effect that a 
challenge should always be accompanied 
by the putting up of cash, otherwise it was 
hardly worthy of recognition. 

John Matthews said: “Jake will play him 
anywhere for that much money.”

From the Fifth 
Missouri Infantry he was transferred to the 
First ‘Missouri Light Artillery. He was 
named Major Aug. 10, 1863, and two montns 
later was ordered to the Second Missouri 
Light Artillery, as “Lieutenant-Colonel. He 
was promoted to Colone! before the war 
closed. which rank he held when mustered 
out at Fort Leavenworth. 

Col. Cole saw much service in Southern 
Missouri, in the Vicksburg campaign and 
in the operations of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee. He was also through several Indian 
campaigns. in the Spanish war he was ap- 
‘pointed Brigadier-General of Volunteers, 
and was stationed at Camp Aiger, Thor- 
oughfare Gap, Camp Meade and Columbia, 
S.C. He was mustered out last March.

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IMPROVEMENT OF BARRACKS 


Secretary Alger Apprceves an Allot- 
ment of $75,000 and New Build- 
ings Are to Bc Constructed. 


One of the last official acts of Secretary 
Alger was to allot from the im- 
provement fund $75,000 to be 
Jefferson Barracks. 

Quartermaster-General Ludington op- 
posed the appropriation, but the Secretary 
heeded the request of Congressmen Pearce 
and Joy. 

The allotment will not suffice for all the 
improvements projected by friends. but: it 
is considered quite a sum to be secured in 
these days, and at that over the opposi- 
tion of the Quartermaster-General. 

The most importan improvement 
the erection of an administration 
and a quartermaster’s store. ‘Th 
be combined in one structure, 
$30,000 will be allowed. A frontage of 55 
feet will be allowed for each department. 
The second floor of this building will be de- 
Signed for use as a dance or meeting hall. 

An appropriation was also allowed for 
tearing down the old barracks rooms near- 
est the officers’ quarters. These barracks 
have been standing for 75 years. No new 
quarters to replace these will be built. 

A big sewer will be constructed through 
the center of the parade ground in the de- 
pression which exists between the old bar- 
racks room and the officers’ quarters. The 
new sewer main will empty into the Missis- 
sippi River. 

A filter to purify all water used for 
drinking and for cooking purposes will be 
put in at a cost of $3000. 

An electric light plant will be built to 
light the barracks and the grounds. At 
the —— time light at the barracks is 
supplied by candles, coal oil and gasoline 
damps, This is a much-needed improve- 
ment, and one which will be in the interest 
of economy. It is estimated that the cost 
of the electric Hght plant will be $11,000.

noyed by an Accident to an Ice- 
Making Machine. 


The burning of a three-inch ammonia pipe 
in an ice-making mach‘ne injured two men 
and created a panic at the Union Dairy Co. 
establishment, Jefferson and Washington 
uvenues, Tuesday evening. 

Everett S. Riggs. the fireman, was burned 
on the face and body ,and A. C. Pundt, the 
engineer, was Overcome by the fumes. The 
pipe carried the ammonia supply used in 
ice making. It was imposs.ble to reach 
the break or shut off the ammonia, s0 
Strong were its fumes, andthe fires were 
drawn from under the boilers and the ma- 
chinery stopped. 

Jefferson and Washington avenues is a 
populous corner at night. Uhrig’s Cave is 
on one corner, the Union Dairy establish- 
ment on another and there are drug stores 
on the other two. There is always a pretly 
steady stream of travel along both thor- 
oughfares until after midmght. As a con- 
sequence thousands of people had exper- 
lence with the ammonia. For the first 
five minutes or so the fumes were confined 
to the immediate vicinity of the dairy. ePo- 
pled shied over on the other side of the 
street holding their handkerchiefs to their 
noses and gasp#ig for breath. An almost 
imperceptible current of air wafted the 
pungent odor southward and it struck 
Uhrig’s Cave Garden about the time the 
curtain fell on the first act of ‘The Chimes 
of Normandy.” If it had reached there 10 
minutes earlier it would have stopped the 
performance, As it was Director Alex. 
Spencer was almost overcome. 

People riding in street cars were hit full 
in the face by the fumes, and pedestrians 
found it difficult to pass the dairy. Groups 
men and women gathered on the Yar 
corners and enjoyed the discomfort and 
surprise of those who didn’t know the 
ammonia was loose.
